Mr. Editor, this barbarous assault upon 
the human family has grown to such 
monstrous proportions that it is a serious 
menace to the welfare of America. The 
amazing and astonishing fact in this 
connection, however, is that white men 
have not realized that such lawlessness 
has not only its object in the destruction 
of human life, but has its corollary ina 
eonscientious disregard of the laws of 
the land, which continued disregard has 
made America, each day of her exist- 
ence, nearer and nearer the pale of out- 
lawry. America today seems to be near- 
er the clutches of this outlawry than 
ever before. 

-If, while America is wishing her form 
of Government upon the Russians, Jugo- 
Slavs, Lithuanians, Germans, Austrians 
and others, that system breaks down at 
home and such damnable outrages occur, 
they might fittingly say to us that they 
would rather be the subjects of an en- 
lightened autocracy than the persecuted 
victims of an experimental democracy.

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THE DOWNFALL OF HEINRICH ECKHARDT. 
Uncle Sam has had a good deal on his hands since 


the German surrender and many problems at home and 
abroad to think about, but {ft is gratifying to know that 
he did not forget Herr Heinrich von Eckhardt, German 
Ambassador to Mexico. 


The event of Nov. 11 left that spiteful representative 


of Potsdam in a perfectly impossible position, one in 
which few diplomats have ever found themselves. Ac- 
credited to a near neighbor of the United States, he left 
no device unutilized in the unintelligent, subterranean 
methods of intrigue that have become identified with 
German officilaldom among other peoples. 


Before we got into the war he gave diligent co-opera- 


tion to confederates conspiring against peace and order 


in the United States. He was the man to whom was 
intrusted the details of the brilllant project for bringing 
Mexico and Japan into alliance with Germany, seizing 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona and annexing them to 
the sister republic. 

For this busy plotter to do any material harm to the 
United States long ago became hopeless. The utmost 
he could do was to harm Mexico by jeopardizing its re- 
lations with Washington, but since we became a belliger- 
ent he has unceasingly practiced transparent duplicities 
and planned futile entanglements. 

Several nations other than the 23 that declared war on 
Germany had bundled Potsdam's agents out of their 
territories. Eckhardt was one of the three or four con- 
spicuous diplomats remaining at their posts as 1918 was 
drawing to a close. Such semblance of government as 
Berlin has relies on the United States as its only hope 
for tolerable peace conditions, for even food to sustain 
life until harvest time comes again, and is eager to act 
on the slightest suggestion coming from Washington. 
Hated in Mexico, derided in the United States and lack- 
ing respect even in his own country, Eckhardt, one of 
diplomacy’s most pitiful bankrupts, is summarily re- 
called, with the Germans and pro-Germans domiciled 
in Mexico cursing him because of the loss of the $1,- 
600,000 he borrowed from them to carry on his desperate 
plots. 

More than Eckhardt fell when his presumptuous combt- 
nations, built on falsehood and blind hatred and wrong 
conceptions of human nature went crashing to the 
ground. A vaster structure of interlocked conspiracies 
against mankind also fell ingloriously. He was one of 
the perfect types of German diplomat. The world will 
never look on their like again.

Practical- 
ly all of this achievement had been be- 
gun and carried forward by individual 
initiative and under individual responsi- 
bility, and the process had created, as 
a by-product, a wide-awake, ready, re- 
sourceful and self-reliant population. 

These are truths not t@ be forgotten 
as we now look into the future. Indi- 
vidualism can be a healthy growth, or 
it can become rank, disregardful of right 
and self-destructive. It can be unfair.

And experience has demon- 
strated that to prevent these tendencies 
individualism must be offset and held 
within bounds by various forms and ac- 
tivities of collectivism. Government it- 
self, let us not forget, is collectivism. 
Law and due process of law, let us ever 
remember, are collectivism. They exist, 
and we believe in them and maintain 
them, because without them individual- 
ism becomes anarchism. Experience 
bas demonstrated, also, that to prosper 
and be comfortable we must have such 
works of collectivism as public high- 
ways maintained by taxation, instead. 
cf by tolls, and public schools, instead of 
private schools only. Experience has 
demonstrated, also that we must have 
boards of health and a sanitary admin- 
istration to some extent restrictive of 
personal liberty, and that we must pro- 
tect children and sometimes adults 
against economic exploitation. 

It is probable that we have not 
reached the expedient limit of collectiv- 
lem. The experiences of the war indi- 
cate that we have not. Nothing has 
}appened, however, to justify the con- 
clusion that we ought now to go over to 
e socialistic program. On the contrary, 
a fair review of the facts lead irresisti- 
bly to the conclusion that the part that 
we have been able to take tn the war has 
been respectable precisely because we 
have thus far been neither anarchistic 
nor socialistic, but sturdily iIndividual- 


istic; all in all {ndividualistic within 
reasonable bounds.

ONG before there was any such thing as the Col- 

iseum or any Post-Dispatch Festival had ever 
been held there, Christmas was celebrated on that 
very same spot in what was known as Uhrig’s-Cave.
